City Will Soon Feel Effects of Gasoline Crisis When Bids Are Sought

The effects of the gasoline crisis will be felt soon by the city 
when it advertises for gasoline bids 


The City Council can expect to pay at least six cents a gallon 
more for diesel fuel and gasoline However, it still remains to be 
seen whether any gasoline wholesalers will even bid for a new 
contract 


Sedalia s present contract with Oakwood Oil Co.. West 
Highway 50. expires June JO The contract calls for the city to 
purchase gas at 12 6 cents a gallon (excluding federal and state 
taxes* and diesel fuel at 12 25 cents a gallon 
But those are last year's prices and the cost of fuel has risen 
drastically in recent months 
"At those prices, says Oakwood Co manager Hay Warden. 


‘Tm losing money C»as is costing me as much as 15' ? to 17 cents 
a gallon now " 


In February Warden was awarded Pettis County’s gasoline 
and diesel fuel contracts The county didn t have much choice 
but to accept the terms of the Oakwood Co Warden was the 
only bidder 
The contract calls for Warden to supply gas at IB* » cents a 
gallon and diesel fuel at 16 cents a gallon However, the contract 
stipulates. "Prices excluding all state and federal taxes .. shall 
increase or decrease in the same amount as sellers charge . " 
In other words, the county — and not the Oakwood Co - will 
pay for any price rises 
Since the contract was awarded. Warden says he already has 
had to increase the county's prices for diesel fuel by 2’? cents 
"And gas also will probably be raised 2 cents soon.' he says 
Warden says he still doesn't know if he will submit a bid to the 


city. I haven't made up my mind yet It all depends on what my 
gas situation is." 
Like most wholesalers in the area. Warden has been allotted 
only as much gas as he distributed last year This means that if 
the demand in the next two months is significantly higher than a 
year ago at this time. Warden may not have enoough gas to 
supply the demands of the city 
A lot of people think that it «gasoline shortage» is not that 
serious But this isn't the case." Warden says 
Warden says any gas contract the city obtains will be similar 
to the county contract, under which the buyer pays for the 
increased costs charged the wholesalers by fuel refineries 
Warden was just one of many gasoline suppliers who was 
bound to the prices of a pre-crisis contract Because he doesn't 
like to lose money. Warden recently asked the City Council to 
pay him an addition 4 cents per gallon for diesel fuel The 
council took no formal action at last Monday's meeting 


Another firm which was caught in the midst of a contract in 
lieu of spiralmg gas prices was School Transportation Inc iSTI> 
of Kansas City The company has the present busing contract 
with the Sedalia public school system 
Terry Crabtree. STI spokesman, says the company , which has 
two years to go on a three-year contract with the Board rtf 
Education, is now allowed to raise its price hv more than 5 per 
cent each year 
Crabtree says that even though gas prices may increase by as 
much as .1 to 8 cents a gallon in June, his company would only be 
allowed to raise its rate as specified in the contract 
"Naturally we would like to make the same profit." says 
Crabtree. "But I can t see us renegotiating a new contract with 
the school board when we re obligated to it for two more years 
We re just going to take a wait-and see attitude We may 
have to increase efficiency elsewhere I really don't know what 
is going to happen." he said 


Government Intervention Urged 
To Protect Missouri Farmers 


In protest over the alleged allocation 
policies of two major gasoline distributors. 
Missouri Farm Bureau president C. R. 
Johnston Thursday 
urged 
government 
intervention to protect farmers from the 
fuel shortage. 


In a telegram to President Nixon. 
Johnston said, "We think it is imperative 
that you act immediately to require 
distributors to furnish the same amount of 
gasoline and diesel fuel to their farmer 
patrons that was delivered in 1972 
The telegrams were prompted. according 
to Johnston, when "two local distributors 
of Texaco and Standard gasoline and diesel 
fuel in Missouri notified their farmer 
patrons that there will be very little, if any. 
farm deliveries this year because of heavy 
investments by these distributors in filling 


stations The majority of their gasoline will 
be sold through these stations.” 


Spokesmen for Texaco and Standard 
distributors in Sedalia Friday said neither 
had restricted gasoline allocations to farm 
patrons. 


"There have been no farm cutbacks." a 
spokesman for Oakwood (Texaco) Oil Co.. 
West Highway 50. said "We haven't been 
able to add any new customers of any kind, 
but we've been able to serve all our present 
customers." 


Bob Uttley. manager of public affairs for 
Standard Oil Co. in Kansas City, denied 
Friday that any Standard distributors have 
been denying farmers gasoline. 
"It’s a completely false statement," 
Uttley said of Johnston's allegation. "Fuel 


for farms and home heating are top 
priority." 
A spokesman for the local Standard 
distributor said no farmers have been cut 
back. "I don't know any customer who has 
been cut short." he said 
Both 
the 
Standard 
and 
Texaco 
distributors here have been allotted only as 
much gasoline as they used last year 
Johnston said if President Nixon does 
not issue an executive order requiring 
distributors to furnish the same fuel needs 
to farm 
patrons as 
in 
1972. "farm 
production will be in double jeopardy 
because of the lateness of the season, 
caused by flooding and heavy rains " 
Telegrams urging emergency legislation 
also were sent to Secretary of Agriculture 
Earl Butz. Sens Kagleton and Symington,

McCord Jr. has testified under oath that 
he never would have participated in the 
Watergate operation without assurances 
that Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell had 
approved it. 
McCord also swore that fellow convicted 
conspirator G. Gordon Liddy told him 
Mitchell 
received 
logs of 
wiretapped 
conversations while 
President 
Nixon’s 
campaign chairman, after he quit as 
attorney general. 


McCord said Liddy had told him Mitchell 
urged the wiretappers to get started in mid- 
April 1972, and later prodded the bugging 
crew to make its second entry into 
Democratic headquarters on June 17. 
when five of them were arrested. 


Mitchell told newsmen in New York 
today he had not seen the McCord 
deposition He did not comment further.

vestigation. but that the special prosecutor 
woud have authority to bring out all the 
facts and initiate prosecutions 
He has given the Senate a veto over his 
choice and testified that he would like the 
Senate "to act as a a partner " in making 
the selection.

A storm system 
that produced tornadoes and severe winds 
in 
southwest 
Missouri 
and 
southeast 
Kansas struck Joplin early today, killing at 
least three persons and injuring 90 others 
Tornado and high-wind damage and 
numerous injuries also were reported in 
Carthage. Webb City. Fidelity and Duen- 
weg in Missouri and Parsons. Galena. St. 
Paul. Erie and other communities in 
southeast Kansas 
There was an unconfirmed report of an 
additional fatality at Galena. Kan 
The storm struck Joplin at 7 a.m. CDT . 
minutes after the city's tornado warning 
sirens sounded 
Damage was reported 
massive throughout the city, with countless 
trees down, roofs torn away and windows 
smashed 
There was heavy damage to 
mobile home parks in the city. 
One fatality was recorded at Freeman 
Hospital at Joplin and two deaths were 
reported at St. John’s Medical Center. St. 
John's earlier had listed three fatalities 
Robert Metzinger, Joplin city manager, 
said if the storm was a tornado, it didn t 
follow any path or line as tornadoes usual­ 
ly do. He said an aerial inspection would 
be made to attempt to trace a path 
In Kansas City. Allen Pearson, director 
of the weather service's Severe Storms 
Forecast Center, said on the basis of early 
reports the storm appc*ared to have been a 
type of tornado which usually occurs later 
in the year and farther to the north of this 
area. 
He said it apparently traveled from 
northwest to southeast, rather than the 
traditional tornado path of southwest to 
northeast 
Pearson 
said this type of 
tornado often has a swath a mile or more 
wide, rather than the customary one or two 
city blocks width. 
Emergency crews reported no section of 
Joplin appeared to have escaped damage. 
Downed trees blocked countless streets or 
rested atop houses or cars Broken glass 
and debris choked streets throughout the 
city, slowing the work of rescue crews. 
Telephone service was disrupted and 
electricity was scarce. The three Joplin 
area television stations and all area radio 
stations were off the air. 
Joplin was struck by a tornado May 5. 
1971. which killed one person, injured 60 
and caused some $7 million in property 
damage.

Border Post 
Is Shelled 
By Guerrillas 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (AP) — .Palestinian 
guerrillas from Syria shelled a border post 
in northern Lebanon today, but elsewhere 
along 
the 
frontier 
thousands of 
the 
guerrillas were moving back into Syria 
An army communique said the border 
post at Arida came under "an intensive 
attack by rockets and mortars" before 
dawn, and the Lebanese troops returned 
the fire The army said the guerrillas 
withdrew into Syria, and there were no 
Lebanese casualties. 
An army spokesman said the general 
withdrawal of the guerrillas who invaded 
from Syria during the fighting Tuesday be­ 
tween the army and the guerrillas based in 
Lebanon began Thursday from the Bekka 
Valley. The valley was the scene of heavy 
fighting Wednesday and Thursday. 
Only one incident was reported in 
Beirut A taxicab ran over a mine near 
Aran University, killing two persons and 
wounding three others Police sources said 
the guerrillas planted the mines during the 
fighting Tuesday 
As part of the peace agreement, joint 
army and guerrilla patrols fanned out over 
the country to help enforce the latest 
cease-fire agreed on Wednesday night. 
The guerrilla and armv headquarters in Bei­ 
rut were linked by a "hot line" telephone 
for instant consultations on any cease­ 
fire violations, and a joint four-man high 
committee was also set up 
Meanwhile. 
President 
Suleiman 
Franjieh was looking for a successor to 
Prime Minister Amin Hafez, who resigned 
on Tuesday after Franjieh ordered the air 
force to repel a guerrilla attack on the 
Beirut airport 
A 
military spokesman 
reported

fighting in the Bekaa Valley since early 
Thursday afternoon, and Beirut was quiet 
after only occasional sniping Thursday The 
curfew in the capital was relaxed for five 
hours, bringing thousands of persons into 
the 
streets 
to 
buy 
food and 
other 
provisions. 


Mitchell and perhaps President Nixon 
about the secret wiretaps at the home of 
Ellsberg's friend Morton Halpenn. a one­ 
time White House official 
With legal grounds apparently mounting 
for possible dismissal of the case against 
Ellsberg and Anthony J Russo. Byrne has 
the choice of deciding for or against 
dismissal after today’s arguments or of 
waiting for more evidence from the 
government. 
Ellsberg and Russo are accused of 
espionage, conspiracy and theft for copying 
the Pentagon papers, a top secret study of 
U.S. involvement in Vietnam, in 1969. 
Byrne’s two-week probe of possible 
government violations in connection with 
the trial spread to two fronts as a result of 
Thursday’s wiretap disclosures He was 
'probing not only Watergate and White 
House links to a burglary of the office of 
Ellsberg s psychiatrist, but also sought to 
bring out missing records of the appar­ 
ently suppressed wiretap evidence. 
While the wiretap dispute deflected 
attention from the central Watergate- 
White House involvements, the judge kept 
an eye on that probe. He released to the 
defense team a document involving former 
presidential counsel Charles W. Colson. 
The paper, an FBI report on a Colson 
interview, said Colson was told that the 
burglary had occurred. It said Colson was 
later instructed by former White House 
Counsel John W. Dean III and former 
presidential adviser John D. Ehrlichman 
to remain silent about the burglary when 
questioned by the FBI and the Watergate 
prosecutor.

WASHINGTON (AP) - This 
year’s winter wheat harvest is 
expected to be a record 1.281- 
999,(X)0 bushels, an 8 per cent 
increase over last year. 
The Agriculture Department 
said Thursday the crop, planted 
last fall, also was estimated .3 
per cent larger than projected 
last December in its initial re­ 
port. 
Because of record demand, 
including 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
wheat shipment, reserves have 
been depleted causing wheat to 
go to its highest price in 25 
years. It was $2.38 a bushel in 
January’, compared with $1.32 
last summer. 
Winter wheat does not bear 
directly on supermarket food 
prices but the new estimate, 
based on May 4 field condi­ 
tions. lends support to a drive 
by the Nixon administration to 
increase 
food 
supplies 
this 
year. 
But prospects for 1973 corn 
and soybeans, larger factors in 
the production of meat, milk 
and poultry’, will not show up 
clearly for several months. 
Severe winter weather and a 
lag in spring field work have 


caused doubts that livestock 
feed crops may not be in­ 
creased as much as adminis­ 
tration experts hoped 
Officials 
have projected 
a 
spring wheat crop of about 4.54 
million bushels basetl on aver­ 
age trends. That would mean a 
total wheat crop this year of 
about 1.7.36 billion bushels 
Last year the crop was 1 545

Viet Cong 
Apologize 
For Incident 


SAIGON (AP) — Two helicopters forced 
down by antiaircraft fire in Communist- 
held territory near An Loc while carrying 
peace keeping delegates returned safely to 
Saigon today with an apology from the Viet 
Cong, a military spokesman reported. 
Lt. Col. Le Trung Hien, chief spokesman 
for the Saigon command, said 10 Viet Cong 
and South Vietnamese representatives of 
the two-party Joint Military Commission 
and eight South Vietnamese crewmen 
were unhurt. 
The two helicopters were returning to 
Saigon from a liaison mission to the 
Communist-controlled district capital of 
Loc Ninh when the first copter drew 
antiaircraft fire, he reported. 
The pilot, who was flying at 3,000 feet, 
descended so the ground troops could see 
the distinctive Joint Military Commission 
emblem on the copter, Hien added. But the 
firing continued and the pilot landed 
safely without being hit. 
The pilot of the second helicopter, not 
knowing the circumstances of the first 
copter’s landing, began circling overhead 
and Hien said it was hit in the tail section 
and landed near the first one. 
The 
two 
downed 
copters 
were 
immediately surrounded by 100 Viet Cong 
troops, the Saigon command said, but 
when a Viet Cong liaison officer stepped 
out and explained the situation the troops 
dispersed. Local Viet Cong officials then 
authorized the copters to leave and guar­ 
anteed their safety. 
Hien said the Viet Cong delegation 
apologized, 
blam ing 
a 
lack 
of 
communications with local militiamen in 
the field. But he said he didn’t believe the 
shooting was done by local militiamen 
because only regular Viet Cong units are 
equipped with antiaircraft guns. 


A U.S. military team went to Hanoi 
during the day to visit the grave sites of 23 
American POWs who died in North Viet­ 
nam. The team reported on return to 
Saigon that the remains of 20 of them had 
been transferred to a location 35 miles 
from the North Vietnamese capital. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman in Saigon 
said that following a preliminary meeting 
in Hanoi, a four-party joint military team, 
which included the American’s visited 
the Van Dien municipal cemetery about 10 
miles from Hanoi's Gia Lam Airport. 
“ The alleged initial gravesites of 23 
Americans were pointed out in six separate 
locations of the cemetery,’’ the spokesman 
said, “ the remains of all but three had been 
transferred, 
according 
to 
the 
North 
Vietnamese representative, in accordance 
with local tradition, to another location 
approximately 60 kilometers (35 miles) 
from Hanoi.” 
The embassy spokesman said Col. B.H. 
Russell, the chief U.S. delegate, asked the 
North Vietnamese officials for permission 
to visit the more distant burial location but 
was told it would be impossible because of 
the time involved for travel. 
The itinerary for the American team, 
prepared in advance, had called for them 
to remain in Hanoi for five hours. They and 
other members of the joint military team 
— 
the 
North 
Vietnamese, 
South 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong — returned to 
Saigon’s Tan Son Nhut Air Base after dark. 
The joint military team is charged with im­ 
plementing provisions of the Paris peace 
agreement that call for the repatriation of 
the remains of the dead and an accounting 
of the missing. 
In another development, Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker closed out six years of 
service as America's top emissary in 
Vietnam and left Saigon on his 7 9th 
birthday. 
The diplomatic corps and his staff 
toasted him with champagne before he 
departed from Tan Son Nhut Air Base. He 
and his wife, Carol Laise, flew to Nepal 
where she is U. S. ambassador. They will 
spend three weeks there, then go on to the 
United States.

HANNIBAL, Mo. (AP) — Poisoning has 
been ruled out as the cause of death of the 
late Sen. Edward V. Long. D-Mo. 
An 
autopsy 
report 
released 
here 
Thursday 
night 
showed 
that 
Long 
apparently died of a heart attack. 
The report also served to prove wrong a 
report from Long’s family that the late sen­ 
ator suffered from a large brain tumor 
which might have been the cause of death. 
The autopsy, performed after Long's 
body was exhumed last week, was ordered 
after Helen Dunlop, the senator's former 
secretary, said Long told her just before his 
death that he believed he had been 
poisoned by chocolate candy sent to him as 
a gift. 
Dr. George Gantner. medical examiner 
for St. Louis County, headed the autopsy 
team. In a section of the report labeled 
“ Opinion.” 
Gantner said. “ There was no 
brain tumor. There is no evidence of poison­ 
ing. The precipitating cause of the ob­ 
served heart failure is not specifically 
determined, but may well be associated 
with the hypertension, enlarged heart 
and general condition of the coronary 
blood vessels described ...” earlier. 
The report said an examination of 
Long's stomach showed it contained pieces 
of green bean and apple and some other 
undetermined material, but “ no evidence 
of chocolate or other type of candy..” 
The late senator’s family agreed to the 
exhumation and the autopsy. 
Audrain 
County 
Prosecuting 
Atty. 
Thomas I. Osborn, told the Associated 
Press Thursday night the autopsy report 
was only one part of his investigation. "I 
haven’t finished my investigation yet,” he 
said. “ It will be completed within the next 
several days." 
Long's widow told newsmen at the 
Hannibal hospital where the autopsy report 
was issued that “ I never could have rested 
for the rest of my life if I had thought there 
had been any foul play,” she said. 
The possibility of poisoning was brought 
to light on March 8 — four months after 
Long’s death—by Miss Dunlop, who had 
been his secretary and companion for 26 
years. She told authorities the senator told 
her he thought he had been poisoned by a 
box of candy sent to him four days earlier. 
No box of candy was recovered to back up 
her story, but authorities said Miss Dunlop 
passed a lie detector test on the question. 
In a will drafted shortly before his 
death. Long left $10 each to his wife and 
daughter, Ann Miller. The remainder of 
the estate, estimated at $2 million, went 
to 
his 
granddaughter Elizabeth 
Ann 
Miller. 5. Miss Dunlop was named ex­ 
ecutrix of the estate. The Long family is 
contesting the will. 
Mrs. Long last month filed a $3.25 
million alienation of affections suit against 
Miss Dunlop in Pike County Circuit Court, 
alleging that she “ willfully and wrongfully 
... did carry on criminal conversation and 
carnally know Edward V Long" between 
the years of 1968 and 197 1. Miss Dunlop has 
denied the charges.

I want to know a way to 
remove the wax from my hot pad without ruining it. — P. J.

DEAR PO LLY — My Pet Peeve is with those people who 
walk right into my house with muddy shoes when I have 
three throw rugs out front just for wiping their shoes on. 
After they get inside, some even rub the mud off on the rug I 
am trying to protect . This really irritates me. 
I am a licensed baby sitter and have enough to do taking 
care of the children without having to clean up all that mud. I 
also resent those who drive oil-leaking cars in my driveway 
and leave puddles of oil and grease that I have to clean up or 
else have it tracked in the house. The house is close to the 
street so it is only a short walk to the front door.

DEAR PO LLY — My Pointer is for May who wants to be 
able to reuse invisible zippers. I place such a zipper in a 
plastic bag with just the tab sticking out and then paint it the 
desired color. Either spray or brush paint work nicely. Nail 
polish can be used, if you have it in the needed color. 
I want to thank you for publishing the Pointer about 
varnishing with old nylon hose. This works so well on small 
articles and the great thing is there is no brush to clean. —

DEAR PO LLY — If you have a lighweight coat you would 
like to interline so it could be worn in cold weather, the 
simplest way to do it is to use a lightweight cardigan sweater 
as the lining. Use one that may be faded or not good enough 
to wear as a sweater but N EV ER a bulky one. Cut the 
sweater sleeves off at the seam and open up the shoulder 
seam. Slip the sweater up between the garment and the 
lining and sew up, by hand, the shoulder seam. Open the 
sweater sleeves from the wrist to the underarm part. Work 
sleeve up between lining and garment and hand sew the 
seams that have been opened, to get the sweater in as an 
interlining. I have done this several times and it works great. 
The sweater can always be removed again when spring 
comes. — ELM A 
(PO LLY’S NOTE — I would also tack the sweater to the 
coat front, in a few spots, so it does not bunch up but hangs 
straight.) 
DEAR PO LLY — When packing for one of our camping 
trips, I fill the margarine containers I have saved, with our 
favorite breakfast cereals. The plastic covers keep the cereals 
dry and crisp and the containers serve double duty by being 
used as bowls. This is more economical than buying the 
packaged individual servings and. stacked up. they take no 
more space. — MRS. H. P.

Rap Brown 
Sentenced 
5-10 Years 


NEW YORK (AP. - One 
time black militant leader H. 
Rap Brown has been sentenced 
to five to 15 years in prison for 
his role in the 1971 armed rob­ 
bery of a West Side Manhattan 
bar and an ensuing shootout 
with police. 
State Supreme Court Justice 
Arnold G. Fraiman. imposing 
the sentence Wednesday, told 
Brown: 
“ I ’m taking into account that 
you have done much to help 
your people. You have devoted 
much of your life to helping 
your fellow man.” 
But the judge said he found 
“ no 
relationship“ 
between 
Brown’s civil rights activities 
and the charges of robbery and 
assault on which he and three 
codefendants were convicted 
March 29. 
“ I am satisfied that your 
guilt 
was 
established 
over­ 
whelmingly,” 
Fraiman 
told 
Brown. 29. one-time chairman 
of 
the Student Non-Violent 
Coordinating Committee 
Two codefendants, Levi Va­ 
lentin, 25, and Arthur Young. 
26, both of St. Louis, were sen­ 
tenced to five to 20 years. 


Sentencing of the third code­ 
fendant. Samuel Petty. 24. also 
of St. Louis, was postponed to 
permit lawyers to produce new 
evidence. 


Brown and the other three 
were convicted in an Oct. 16. 
1971. holdup at the Red Carpet 
Lounge on West 85th Street in 
Manhattan. Brown was cap­ 
tured on a nearby apartment 
rooftop following a gun battle 
with police. 


While the jury returned the 
guilty verdicts on robbery and 
assault charges, it deadlocked 
on a charge of attempting to 
murder a policeman.

WASHINGTON - Sev eral day s after the 
Watergate bu rglary of last Ju ne 17, my wife 
and I went to a screening party at the 
Motion Pictu re Association headqu arters

Intelligence Agency , and his wife Cy nthia 


The pre-film conv ersa­ 
tion tu rned to Watergate 


“This Watergate thing 
is so ridicu lou s that if 
y ou wrote it as fiction 
the pu blisher wou ld lau gh 
y ou ou t of his office." 


Cy nthia said 
Rowaa 
Helms lau ghed and, in 
the cou rse of a brief discu ssion, dropped 
one /comment that, as my close friends 
know, has bothered me ev er since. 


“Cy nthia and I had been u p late and had 
ju st fallen asleep when they telephoned me 
to tell me that these fellows had been 
arrested in the Watergate," he said. 


“Why ," I asked my self and my friends 
for months, "wou ld any one call the CIA 
director in the wee hou rs of the morning 


abou t some arrests in a bu rglary u hless the 
CTA was inv olv ed?" 


I remembered my own day s as an agency 
head and knew that nobody calls y ou at .3 or 
4 in the morning u nless they hav e a colossal 
headache to lay on y ou 


Bu t I ju st cou ldn't write abou t that 
remark I cou ldn't prov e (lA inv olv ement 
in Watergate, and I didn't want to believ e 
the (TA was inv olv ed in this kind of 
political crime So the most I cou ld bring 
my self to write was this, on Au g 6,19 72 


“The prev iou s employ ment of 
sev eral of those inv olv ed in the 
‘Watergate 
caper* 
and 
recent 
strange rev elations of big money 
floating into bank accou nts ou t of 
nowhere hav e arou sed some seriou s

I gu ess I wasn’t cy nical enou gh or mean 
enou gh to pu t my larger su spicions into 
print I tru ly regret that bit of cau tiou sness.

WASHINGTON - Rep. Bu rt Talcott. R- 
Calif., the dapper sportsman from Salinas, 
is fond of lectu ring his fellow congressmen 
on the ru les of dress and decoru m he thinks 
shou ld be observ ed on the Hou se floor. 


Yet he didn’t mind v iolating the ru les of 
decoru m to wangle prizes and trophies for 
the 
First 
Annu al 
Congressional 
Golf 
Tou rnament last September. As chairman 
of the ou tdoor frolic, he helped pu t the 
squ eeze on Washington’s lobby ists for a 
cornu copia of v alu able gifts 


Talcott wasn’t deterred at first by 
warnings that we might find ou t abou t the 
flood of 
sports equ ipment. TV sets, 
windbreakers, gift certificates and shiny 
merchandise 
that 
the 
lobby ists 
were 
donating. Rep. John Hu nt, R-N.J., ev en 
warned in a personal memo to Talcott that 
play ing the tou rnament in Washington 
might 
be 
"too 
risky . 
Rem em ber 
Anderson.” 


We apologize for taking so long to dig ou t 
the details. We hav e now learned, howev er, 
that gifts pou red in for the congressional 
golfers 
from the indu stries they are 
su pposed to ov ersee — Abbott Labs. 
American 
Can, 
Celanese, 
Fairchild 
Indu stries, 
General 
Tire. 
Goodrich. 
Goody ear, Gu lf Oil, Hu mble Oil. Japan Air 
Lines, 
Lockheed, Magnav ox , 
Marriott 
Hotels, Northrop, Northwest Orient, Olin, 
Ralston Pu rina, Ray theon, Squ ibb and 
Uniroy al. 


Generou s gifts were also donated by 
trade organizations representing the tex tile 
makers, chicken raisers, cattlemen and 
broadcasters. Ev en American-Standard in 
New York prov ided two gaily decorated 
toilet 
seats 
for 
some 
deserv ing 
congressman. 


Talcott 
left it largely to his prize 
chairman, Rep. Roger Zion. R-Ind.. to 
collect the boodle. The amiable Zion 
mailed ou t a letter to some 200 lobby ists, 
soliciting prizes in langu age they cou ldn’t 
refu se. 


"You 
hav e a great 
opportu nity to 
promote y ou r produ ct (or indu stry ) to y ou r 
elected Representativ es," wrote Zion on 


official Hou se stationery . He told the 
lobby ists that he hoped each of the 8 0 or 90 
congressional du ffers wou ld "come home 
with a prize or two ... Wou ld y ou please 
find some su itable prize (or prizes)... and 
send same to me at the abov e address." 


Zion’s office filled u p with so many fancy 
prizes that Talcott began to get u neasy . 
Qu ietly , he called potential donors to u rge 
them not to giv e any more and apolc^ized 
to more scru pu lou s congressmen abou t the 
Zion letter. 


Still, the gifts gu shed in. Rep. William 
Dickinson, R-Ala., wru ng 11 windbreakers 
from the Ru ssell Company . Sen. Pau l 
Fannin. R-Ariz.. notified Talcott he had 
come u p with a set of woods from Ping 
Manu factu ring. 


Rep. Wiley May ne, R-Iowa, reported he 
cou ld wangle fiv e golf bags from Wilson 
Sporting Goods if Talcott wanted them, 
althou gh May ne adv ised cau tiou sly that “1 
personally don’t think (it) wou ld be a good 
idea" to let Wilson handle all sports prizes 
as Wilson had offered. 


The hole-in-one chairman, Rep. John 
Rou sselot, R-Calif., after failing to get 
F'ord to “v olu nteer" a one-y ear free lease 
on a Pinto, approached the National Au to 
Dealers Association. He was referred to a 
car rental firm where he got the promise of 
a free three-month lease. Bu t none of the 
congressmen got a hole-in-one. 


Rep. Harold Collier. R-IIL, arranged the 
tou rnament at famed Bu rning Tree, a 
priv ate golf cou rse. Bu t he became so 
aghast ov er the solicitation of gifts that he 
cancelled it. The tou rnament wou nd u p 
instead on the golf cou rse at nearby 
Andrews Air Force Base, since the brass 
hats, like the lobby ists, were in no position 
to refu se. 


After 
chewing 
u p 
the 
fairway s 
at 
Andrews, the congressmen made one last 
assau lt on the lobby ists’ pocketbooks. They 
were inv ited to attend a gala cocktail party 
at the ex pense of the U.S. Independent 
Telephone Association. 


Footnote; Talcott is again heading u p the 
annu al Congressional Golf Tou rnament, 
bu t he assu red u s there’ll he no more 


"general solicitation.” Said the ru efu l 
Talcott: “We’v e all learned something.”

There are some things that are equ al 
measu res of pleasu re and pain.

Becau se he’s been there 
before, and knows the terror that can grip 
y ou r heart when y ou totally forget y ou r 
piece in mid-measu re. 


Last Su nday there were prompters 
waiting in the wings with mu sic to ru sh to 
the aid of those in need. Bu t back when I 
was a piano stu dent there were no crib 
sheets. If y ou forgot y ou r piece, tou gh lu ck, 
Bu ster. You walked back to y ou r seat in 
deep stu dy of the pattern in the floor tiles. 


1 remember my first recital in the 
basement of the library . My nu mber was 
“To a Wild Rose, ” which I had down pretty 
well. I was preceded on the program by 
Helen McCarthy , who was pretty cool. She 
also was somewhat ahead of me in mu sical 
prowess. 


When her tu rn came. Helen stepped ou t 
in her formal and annou nced that she 
wou ld play “Song of India,” by Rimsky - 
Korsakov . She sat down, cou nted to 10 to 
herself. and sou nded the opening notes. 


Then I watched horrified as she stru ck a 
few discords and collapsed in tears on the 
key s. She had to be helped off the stage by 
Mrs. Knott. 


That was the act I followed. 


Somehow I got throu gh 
“To a Wild 
Rose." mainly by play ing it abou t twice as 
fast as it was written. Bu t at that point all I 
was interested in was getting off that stage. 


There were other recitals after that, u ntil 
finally 1 worked u p to the senior y ears.

Take my final recital, for instance. Here, 
by v irtu e of my longev ity , I was one of the 
heav ies who was sav ed for last. My nu mber 
was Chopin’s Military Polonaise, a bone- 
cru sher that ran abou t 8 to 10 pages, as I 
recall. 


Althou gh I had a lot more distractions 
than when 1 was a fou rth-grader. I had 
practiced diligently on the piece. Mrs. 
Carnahan was especially fond of it. and had 
picked it ou t especially for me. 


When my time came I strode to the big 
old u pright in the First Baptist Chu rch and 
sat down. After a su itable dramatic pau se, 
I dashed off the stirring opening chords of 
the polonaise. 


Somewhere arou nd the third page I 
blanked ou t, and ju mped from there to the 
last page, omitting abou t six pages in the 
middle. 1 walked back to my seat amid 
polite applau se. 


I can still see that fix ed smile on Mrs. 
Carnahan’s face.

Mitchell, Stans Say

Vesco's lawy er, were charged 
in the indictments with con­ 
spiracy and obstruction of jus­ 
tice. 
The four will be arraigned in

Mo st o f the Ho u se members had left fo r 
the weekend , and by a v o ice v o te, the 
effo rts o f co u ntless co mmittee hearings 
and p erso nal effo rts by rep resentativ es, 
lo bby ists, researchers and citizens came to 
nau ght. 
Rep resentativ es hav e 
intro d u ced 87 0 
bills and 58 reso lu tio ns this sessio n. Abo u t 
200 bills hav e been acted o n by the Ho u se. 
Mo re are awaiting d ebate o r final actio n 
and so me are still in co mmittee with little 
chance fo r p assage. 
The d i.scard ed bills were sched u led to be 
bro u ght to the flo o r, d ebated and amend ed 
befo re they wo u ld be u p fo r final ap p ro v al.

The formation of a National 
News Cou ncil, annou nced Tu esday , 
can 
be 
good 
or 
bad 
news, 
depending u pon one’s point of 
v iew. 
Composed of 15 members, nine 
of which are “pu blic,” with six 
from the media, the cou ncil’s role 
will be to inv estigate complaints 
regarding accu racy and fairness of 
news cov erage by news su ppliers 
that operate nationally in scope 
(wire serv ices, radio and telev ision 
network s, selected national news 
pu blications). 
The cou ncil also will ex amine 
and report on what it sees as 
threats to freedom of the press. It 
will be totally independent of 
gov ernment, receiv ing its fu nding 
from a consortiu m of priv ate 
fou ndations, and will hav e no 
pu nitiv e powers other than the 
right to pu blicly rev eal its findings. 
Some respected segments of the 
American press v iew with alarm 
the creation of a National News 
Cou ncil; others hav e said they will 
not cooperate with it. The feeling

seems to be that no matter how 
worthy its intentions, the cou ncil 
will hav e the effect of “taming” 
the press and infringing u pon its 
constitu tional freedoms. 
There may well be some grou nds 
for these fears, bu t we are willing 
to giv e the National News Cou ncil a 
try . If it work s to the benefit of 
both the pu blic and the media, so 
mu ch the better. If it fails, or, as 
seems more lik ely , lapses into 
irrelev ancy , then what has been 
lost? 
We 
definitely 
need 
to 
try 
something, since for some y ears 
now it has been ev ident that all is 
not well between the American 
people and their press. Recent 
polls hav e shown that the pu blic 
holds the news media in rather low 
esteem; this loss of confidence 
does not au gu r well for ou r 
democratic institu tions. 
If the National Press Cou ncil can 
serv e as a foru m to promote 
u nderstanding between a free press 
and a free people, then it will serv e 
an important pu rpose.

It drew v ery little attention when it came 
into being last October, bu t Sen. Edward 
Kennedy 's new Office of Technology 
Asse.ssment now is triggering alarm bells 
on Capitol Hill. Conserv ativ es in both 
parties are wondering if they hav e created, 
in a fit of absentmindedness, a tax -paid 
lobby for liberal cau ses. 


Thu s 
far the OTA 
ex ists mainly on paper. 
It seems to be generally 
u nderstood that $5 mil­ 
lio n will be sou ght for 
its operations in 
the 
197 3-7 4 fiscal y ear. Bu t 
[no fu nds hav e y et been 
f au thorized 
or 
appro­ 
priated. 
Hearings 
on 
the req u est hav e not 
been schedu led, bu t can be ex pected 
later this month. 


The embarra.ssing tru th, sad to say , is 
that we watchdi)gs of the press mu st hav e 
been bay ing on other trails when the 
“Technol(^y As.sessment Act of 197 2" 
became law on Oct. 13. The presidential 
campaign 
was 
then 
at 
fu ll 
speed. 
N^otiations with the North Vietnamese 
were mu ch in the news. The Hou se and 
Senate 
w ere 
cru nching 
toward 
adjou rnment, gobbling down bills as fast as 
the y eas and nay s cou ld be ordered. Most 
of u s mis.sed this act altogether. 


On paper, the idea of an Office of 
Technoli^y Assessment has a plau sible 
appeal. Only a handfu l of congressmen 
hav e professional training in science. Most 
members sit in nu mb silence when the 
bu reau cracy sends witnesses to testify on 
space 
e?q )loration, 
weapons 
sy stems, 
medical research and the lik e. The staffs of 
standing committees hav e dev eloped some 
ex pertise in these arcane fields, bu t they 
generally are ov erwork ed and ill-eq u ipped 
for fu ll-blown research. 


In an effort to close the ignorance gap. 
Senator Kennedy — and others — thou ght 
u p the OTA. The office wou ld prov ide the 
Congress 
with 
"competent, 
u nbiased 
information 
concerning 
the 
phy sical, 
biological, economic, social, and political 
effects” of technological proposals. The 
office wou ld not wait u pon the introdu ction 
of bills. It wou ld seek to anticipate 
technological areas of probable legislativ e 
activ ity , in 
order to k eep Congress 
informed on the impact, for ex ample, of 
new pesticides or su per-tank ers. 


So far. so good. Bu t it is apparent, on a 
close reading of the act, that the OTA has 
v irtu ally u nlimited ju risdiction. It can 
initiate stu dies on any matter u nder moon 
or su n. It can ex plore fields of legislativ e 
concern that in the past hav e been the 
property 
of 
39 
committees 
and 
su bcommittees and fou r joint committees. 
All that is req u ired is that OTA’s board 
direct that a stu dy be made. 


The board is to consist of six senators 
and six representativ es. In odd-nu mbered 
Congresses, the chairman will come from 
the Senate, in ev en-nu mbered Congresses 
the Hou se. Senator Kennedy has been 
named as the board’s first chairman. 


The Senate contingent inclu des, in 
addition to Kennedy , three other certified 
liberals (Case of New Jersey , Hu mphrey of 
Mi nnesot a, 
and 
Schwei k er 
of 
Pennsy lv ania), one moderate (Hollings of 
Sou th Carolina) and one conserv ativ e 
(Dominick 
of Colorado). The 
Hou se 
contingent is somewhat better balanced, 
bu t the bias of the policy -mak ing board, 
charged with preparing these u nbiased 
reports, is as plain as the tilt of the Tower 
of Pisa. 


As newsmen hav e begu n belatedly to ask 
q u estions, some familiar names hav e 
cropped u p. Kennedy ’s choice for a fu ll­ 
time $40,000 director reportedly is Emilio 
Dadda rio, 
forme r 
Conne ct ic u t 
congressman, a consistent dov e on defense 
legislation. An OTA adv isory cou ncil, 
according to Hu man Ev ents, probably will 
inclu de su ch disarmament spok esmen as 
Herbert York and Jerome Wiesner. The 
left-leaning 
Federation 
of 
American 
Scientists, which has been plu gging hard 
for OTA, reasonably may be e?q )ected to 
play a leading role in its operations. 


One hopes not to be paranoid abou t these 
things. 
A 
tru ly 
u nbiased 
Office 
of 
Technology Assessment, operating with the 
professional neu trality of the General 
Accou nting Office, cou ld perform a u sefu l 
serv ice. Bu t an OTA that fu nctioned chiefly 
as a liberal lobby , flu ttering ov er ev ery 
dov ish and do-gooder cau se that comes 
along, wou ld be hard to tak e. We hav e 
q u ite enou gh of these as it is.

Here’s what we hav e now learned abou t 
his ITT operation:

Ju diciary Committee and ask ed a secretary 
to deliv er a message to attorney Edward P. 
Taptich. The lawy er, formerly associated 
in the 
same law firm with 
Dean, 
represented ITT consu ltant Jack Gleason, 
who had been called to testify . The 
secretary handed Taptich a note, ask ing 
him to contact Dean in the v ice president’s 
office. 
In these au gu st q u arters, the two men 
discu ssed what Gleason might be ask ed on 
the witness stand. Then Taptich hu ddled 
with his client before the testimony . 
As part of ou r case against ITT, we 
tu rned ov er to the Senate the celebrated 
Dita Beard memo, which link ed the 
settlement of ITT’s antitru st trou bles with 
a $400,000 commitment to help finance the 
Repu blican conv ention. The Senate ask ed 
the FBI to determine whether the memo 
was a forgery and got back a report that it 
was written on Dita Beard’s ty pewriter 
with the ribbon she was u sir^ on the day it 
was dated. 


Bu t u nk nown to the senators. Dean 
ask ed acting FBI chief L. Patrick Gray for 
the memo. Not long after Gray deliv ered 
the memo to Dean, it was sneak ed to ITT 
which hired its own ex perts to try to prov e 
it was a forgery .

Hu nt, 
who 
earlier 
bu rglarized the offices of Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psy chiatrist and later helped plot the 
Watergate break -in, also was assigned to 
the ITT case. He reported that Dita Beard 
had fabricated her memo to black mail her 
bosses. 


White 
Hou se 
aide 
Charles 
Colson 
dispatched Hu nt, wearing a preposterou s 
red wig, to Denv er with a message for Dita 
Beard that it wou ld not be held against her 
if she wou ld confess the alleged forgery . 
Bu t the indomitable Dita insisted to Hu nt 
that the memo was au thentic. It came as a 
total su rprise to the White Hou se when she 
later hedged.

In addition to Hu nt, ITT hired the 
famed priv ate detectiv e firm Intertel, and 
Dean ask ed Assistant Attorney General 
Robert Mardian to inv estigate u s. Mardian 
u sed gov ernment gu mshoes to stak e ou t 
my hou se and tail me. Inv estigativ e reports 
from both Mardian and Intertel passed 
across Dean’s desk . 
Most flagrant of all. Dean was behind 
the su ppression of 34 cartons of docu ments 
that ITT had deliv ered u nder su bpoena to 
the Secu rities and Ex change Commission. 
These papers inclu ded confidential memos 
which contradicted the sworn testimony of 
then-Attorney General John Mitchell at the 
ITT hearing and implicated Vice President 
Agnew and former Treasu ry Secretary 
John Connally in the ITT antitru st fix . 
Under the law, the SEC falls u nder the 
ju risdiction 
of 
Congress, 
so 
Hou se 
Commerce chairman Harley Staggers, D- 
W. Va., ask ed to see the ITT docu ments. 
Bu t then-SEC Chairman William Casey 
defied Congress and sent his ex ecu tiv e 
assistant, Charles Whitman, and general 
cou nsel, Bradford Cook , ov er to the White 
Hou se on the hu stle. They spent an hou r 
with John Dean. 
"There’s a nu mber of people lik e the 
Vice President ... and Mitchell (in the 
docu ments) and it look s lik e they ’re going 
to be 
u sed 
for political pu rposes,” 
Whitman reported to Dean. 'The White 
Hou se cou nsel adv ised them not to send 
the docu ments u p to Capitol Hill, at least 
not withou t a su bpoena. 


The two SEC officials reported this 
adv ice back to Casey who also spok e to 
Dean on Oct. 3. Dean su ggested that Casey 
shou ld giv e the docu ments not to Congress 
bu t to the Ju stice Department. Dean said 
he wou ld tak e the matter u p with the 
Ju stice Department. 


Later the same day . Depu ty Attorney 
General Ralph Erick son phoned Casey and 
ask ed him to stop by the nex t day . On Oct. 
4, Casey reported to Erick son that “the 
committee has req u ested docu ments from 
the 
file, 
certain 
docu ments." 
They 
discu ssed the fact that both the SEC and 
Ju stice 
Department 
were 
condu cting 
inv estigations of ITT. Erick son said Ju stice 
"ou ght to hav e them (the docu ments)." 


Casey immediately retu rned to his office 
and called a special meeting of the SEC at 3 
p.m. the same day . The meeting lasted 10 
minu tes. At Casey ’s u rging, the SEC agreed 
to tu rn ov er the hot ITT docu ments to 
Ju stice. 
The politically sensitiv e docu ments. 


which had been lock ed in a special safe, 
were hand-carried in a manila env elope to 
Erick son on Oct. 6. The 34 cartons were 
deliv ered in a rented tru ck the same day . 
The Hou se Commerce Committee is 
q u ietly inv estigatir^ the ITT cov er-u p. 
Both Dean and Erick son probably will be 
called as witnesses. 
Footnote: My associate Less Whitten 
ask ed Erick son, no longer in the Ju stice 
D^artment, whether Dean had contacted 
him abou t the ITT docu ments. "I hav e no 
recollection,” said Erick son. "John (Dean) 
and I talk ed a lot. I work ed with John a 
great deal.” Bu t Casey said he was “pretty 
near su re” that Dean had called Erick son.

animal can be fined $250, giv en six months 
in the cou nty jail or three y ears in the state 
penitentiary . 
Miller said stry chnine is fou nd in some 
forms of rat poison. Howev er, most poisons 
of this natu re no longer contain stry chnine, 
he said, bu t the fatal su bstance can still be 
obtained. Usu ally , if pu rchased from a 
repu table dru ggist, a perm it mu st be 
signed by the bu y er, Miller said. 
"W e’ll be checking the dru g stores to see 
if 
any one 
has 
ordered 
or pu rchased 
stry chnine,” he said. indicating police wou ld 
also check the area where the Lightfoot 
family liv es. 
A report that a fou rth animal was acting 
strangely — in a way similar to that of the 
Lightfoot dog before it died — cou ld not be 
immediately confirmed.
